AN ORDER FROM WASHINGTON 


It Permits Regular Enlisted Men to 
Enter West Point Academy. 


Corporal Russell, in charge of the 
local 
recruiting 
station, 
Thursday 
morning received an order from P. 
S. March, adjutant general, at Wash­ 
ington, D. C., to the following effect: 
“Act of congress May 4: That the 
president of 
the 
United 
States is 
hereby authorized to appoint cadets 
to the United States Military acade­ 
my from the enlisted men of the reg­ 
ular army, between the ages of 19 
and 22, who have served as enlisted 
men not less than one year, to be 
selected under such proscriptions as 
the president may choose.'' 
Heretofore it 
was 
impossible for 
any 
one 
to 
obtain entrance into 
West Point Military academy with­ 
out. his name being suggested for ad­ 
mission by the congressman from the 
district in which 
the 
applicant re­ 
sided. 
Each 
congressman 
had the 
privilege of appointing tw'o students, 
who must be from civi life. 
It was 
almost impossible for a member of 
the regular 
army 
to 
enter 
West 
Point. 
Under the recent act of congress, 
however, any 
one 
who 
has served 
one year in the regular army may 
undergo 
the 
examinations required 
before entering 
the military school, 
and if successful 
may 
receive 
the 
four-year course. 


After having absented himself from 


the army post where he was stationed, 


more than a month ago, without the 
permission of his officer, wandering 
over the country and finally landing 
in Sedalia, where he faced the pangs 
of hunger, Joseph Monahan, a mem­ 
ber of Battery B, Fifth artillery, U. S. 
A., visited the local recruiting station 
late Wednesday night and told Cor­ 
poral Russe!, the officer 
in 
charge, 
that he was a deserter from the army 
of the Stars and Stripes, and desired to 
be returned to the army post from 
which he had deserted. 
Monahan stated Thursday morning 
that he enlisted several months ago, 
and was stationed at Fort Sill, Okla­ 
homa. 
With several other members 
of the company of which he was a 
member, while under the influence of 
liquor, Monahan stated that he left 
the fort one night and failed to return. 
He wandered over the country, and 
when he arrived in Sedalia several 
days ago he was almost famished. 
This condition was responsible for 
his giving himself up to the army of­ 
ficers 
Wednesday 
night. 
Accompa­ 
nied by Corporal 
Russel, 
Monahan 
will be taken to Leavenworth, Kas., 
where his ease will be laid before the 
federal authorities, but it is thought 
that he will be lightly dealt with, as 
his absence had not been noted, and 
no circulars had been received at the 
local station regarding his absence.

“The bequests take effect when his 
children die, or when his grandchil­ 
dren reach the age of 21, the income 
meanwhile going to the children and 
grandchildren. 
“After the death of the children, the 
surviving grandchildren are to divide 
one-fourth of the estate. One-half the 
balance goes to Oberlin college, one- 
quarter to the Milwaukee public libra­ 
ry and one-quarter to the Milwaukee 
Associated Charities. 
“Norton J. Finney (of Sedalia), a ' 
son of the railroad builder, gets a life 
income of $2,000 a year as long as he 
lives. 
If he contests the will he gets 
nothing. 
The will makes no explana­ 
tion of this bequest beyond specifying 
the terms, and relatives here refuse 
to discuss the situation. 
Three other children, Jennie, Julia 
and John, have each one-third of the 
property until their deaths."

The question which the m an who 
would be a successful lamb breeder 
must solve is th at of the most econom­ 
ical concentrate to Le used in fatten­ 
ing his lambs. 
Tho fact th at most 
feeders are using alfalfa for a rough­ 
age simplifies the problem consider­ 
ably. Alfalfa supplies the protein, and 
when fed with a fattening concentrate, 
such as com or barley, reduces to the 
minimum the am ount of feed required 
for a pound gain. 
Experim ents prove 
th at corn is just a trifle better, pound 
for pound, than barley, w*hen both ar ^ 
fed in connection with one of the 
leguminous hays, such as clover or al­ 
falfa. 
There Is little data on the economy 
of feeding corn alone with upland or 
tim othy hay or with corn stover. I his 
is due to the fact th at such a ration 
w’ould not contain enough 
protein. 
Doubtless barley w’ould somewhat ex­ 
cel corn, pound for pound, when fed 
with roughages lacking protein \\ hole 
barley may be fed very successfully to 
fattening sheep. 
The fact th at cottonseed meal can 
be purchased for a price compaiing 
favorably with th a t of corn has sug­ 
gested the feeding of this concentrate 
with alfalfa hay for fattening lambs. 
In this combination, how'ever, we ha', e 
two feeds high in protein and conse­ 
quently an unbalanced ration. 
Oil 
meal or cottonseed meal can be fed 
quite extensively with timothy hay and 
roots, in which combination either will 
give very good results. 
Few* records of sheep fattened on 
cottonseed meal and alfalfa are avail­ 
able. for, as a rule, protein-rich feeds 
j (alfalfa and oil meal) are the most

The insured is 
paid the weekly indemnity if he loses 
work for any reason except through 
drunkenness or a fight with his super­ 
intendent. 
This fund has a reserve 
of $170,000 and 5,000 members of the 
order are insured in it.
